He Reiterates the Denial That He Ordered 
the Pullman Strike. 

New Yorn, Oct. 19.—Eugene V. Debs, 
President of the National Railway Union, ad- 
dressed a large audience tonight in Cooper 
Union, The meeting was held under the 
auspices of the American Federation of 
Labor, and Edward King, a labor agitator. 
presided? Speaking of strikes Debs said: I 
am opposed to the strike, But always it is a 
choice between a strike arid degradation. 
Under such circumstances Iam in favor of 
the strike, The Pullman strike was a great 
conflict. [Hisses.] You have heard the 
strike was ordered by me. I cansay that 
nothing was ever farther from the truth. It 
was ordered by the 400 delegates and they 
were prompted by holy motives. Other or- 
ganizations then resolved to stand by the 
Pullman employés. Five days after the 
strike was begun it was won by the American 
Railway Union. The railroad company em- 
ployed 3,000 or 4,000 Marshals which were 
sworn in by the regular authorities.

He opened his campaign in Fargo last night 


from Kansas City to Hammond, Ind. The 
legal rate was the same as in the case of 
Thompson, 2344 cents, and the Hammond 
company was charged and paid freight at this 
rate. Oct. 12, the indictment alleges, the 
defendants paid to W. P. Jenkins, an agent 
of G. H. Hammond & Co., a rebate of $5 per 
car, or $2,980. 

The indictment agsinst Nelson Morris is for 
receiving rebates in violation of the amended 
inter-State commerce law. It charges that 
from March 1, 1892. to Dec. 1 of the same 
year the packer shipped over the Santa Fé 
1,200 carloads of cattle. The legal rate was 
23 cents per 100 pounds, but it is charged 
that a special rate was made for Morris. He 
was charged $40 per car, which was $16.60 
less than the legal rate would have been, A 
second count charges that the packer March 1 
entered into an agreement with Reinhart and 
Hanley by which he was to thereafter deliver 
his cattle to them for shipment and in consid- 
eration of the agreement was to pay the 
illegal rate of $40 percar. The indictment 
charges that he aided and abetted the agepts 
of the road in discriminating unjustly against 
other shippers in violation of the law. 

The maximum penalty imposéd ona ship- 
per for negotiating illegal rates isa fine of 
$5,000 or imprisonment not to exceed two 
years or both, in the discretion of the court. 

No bench warrants for the indicted officials 
and shippers were issued yesterday, but they 
will be issued today. Ex-President Reinhart 
is said to be in New York and the warrant in 
his case will probably be sent there to be 
served by the Marshal of that district. A 
warrant will be iasued for Mr. Morris today.

The crowd let him yell for half an 
hour and then good naturedly helped him 
down from his dangerous perch. A detail of 
the city police came up on a quick trot at 
7:30 oclock and untang‘ed things in 
wondrous short order. The scared women 
were lifted into places of safety, the over- 
anxious men were driven back, and the 
heavy doors were swung shut amid a howl of 
disappointment from the crowd. They were 
opened once again to admit the Ladies’ Zither 
Club Orchestra, and then they shut for good 
and all. Until 9:30 o’clock 500 people flat- 
tened their noses against the windows and 
shouted hoarse pleadings at the house police 
in the lobby. Others penetrated to the inner 
corridots of the hotel and rattled the doors of 
Manager Milward Adams’ private office 
until the porters drove them out. Philip 
Howley, Secretary of the People’s party 
County Central committee, and Col. Clark, 
one of the hard-worked‘campaign orators, 
led a crowd of men and women who made 
an attack on the stage doors half a block 
away, and ended their efforts with a bootless 
rattling and hammering at all the private en- 
trances to the theater.

Wasuinerton, D. C., Oct. 19.—Capt. Bunce, 
commanding the Maine, has made a report to 
the Navy Department on the trial trip of the 
vessel last Wednesday.

Mr. and Mrs. Geens Make Serious ANega- 
tions Against Their Nephew. ‘

BLANKET INDIOTMENT FOR DEBSITES 


Federal Grand Jury Taras in Bills Against 
Sixty-nine Persons. 

The Federal grand jury yesterday returned 
five indictments in strike cases and was dis- 
charged by Judge Bunn from further service. 
Four of these indictments were against indi- 
viduals overlooked by the special grand jury 
called at the time of thestrike. The other 
was an omnibus indictment against Debs and 
the officers of the Amerivan Railway Union 
and a large number of persons charged with 
participation in violence and the obstruction 
of the mails and commerce on the different 
roads. In all sixty-pine persons are included 
in this blanket indictment. The grand jury 
of last summer called to investigate the strike 
brought in a large number ot indictments 
one, in fact, for each road, in which Debs — 
the other officers of the union were charged 
with conspiring with the persons on the vari- 
aus roads who committed acts of violence. 
It was feared that ifya conviction was not se- 
cured on one of these indictments the gov- 
ernment might be barred from trying the of- 
ficers on the others, for the reason the con- 
spiracy alleged is practically the same and 

officers are defendants in all the cases. 
In ordér to avoid any danger on ‘that score 
the omnibus affair on which all—officers and 
atrikers—may be tried at once was returned. 
The indictment includes but a few defend- 
ants who are not in the other indictments.

He 
was a protégé of the late Lord Lytton, who 
obtained for him a place in the British Mu- 
seum, where he used to spend his working 
days iu a queer little subterranean cell, 
strongly scented with spirits of wine,

Rossetti. William Morris, poet and decorator, 
was another. Mrs. Moulton says that 
O'Shaughnessy was half a Frenchman in his 
love for and mastery of the Freneh language;

He used to pass most of his vacations in Paris, 
where he always received the warmest of wel- 
comes. He was one of Victor Hugo's most 
ardent admirers, and his visits to tne master.“ 
as he was wont to call Hugo. were among 
his memorable delights.

How They 


Appreciate the Benefits of the 
Democratic Tariff. 

British Mining Journal, Sept. 1: On tin- 
plates the American duty has been reduced to 
nearly one-half, or from 2 2-10 cents per 
pound to 1 1-10 cents per pound, and this re- 
dustion is to come into operation on Oct. 1. 
although in all other classes the new duties 
take effect at once. The reduction should 
lead to a marked revival of prosperity at the 
tin-plate works. Many of the mills in Wales 
which are now closed will be reopened and 
largely augmented. Transatlantic demand is 
certain to be experienced, consumers having 
for some time past been keeping stocks at the 
lowest possible point. Already prices on the 
tin plate market have risen six pence per box, 
and many makers are holding out for an ad- 
vance of one shilling. 


The Textile Trades Benefited. 

Birmingham Post. Aug. 31: Woolen fabrics, 
perhaps, have been as liberally treated as any 
class of British manufactures, the duty being re- 
duced in some instances by nearly two-thirds. 
We look for a large and immediate increase in 
American imports of English woolens, because 
in this branch American manufacturing competi- 
tion is still in its infancy, and English manufact- 
urers hithérto have contrived to do a consider- 
able trade in the United States, even under the 
disadvantages of the McKinley tariff. The im- 
pane given to our woolen and other textile 

ranches the new tariff may be expected to 
react beneficially upon other branches of En- 
glish trade by furnishing increased employment 
to factory hands and augmenting the profite of 
their employers; but it i to be hoped that the 
benefits of the tariff will not stop there.

If this was acknowledged before they 
could not see that there was in fact much feeling 
in their avowal. Second, women instructors 
have been added to the faculty. With one ex- 
ception (years ago) no woman previous to 
the last three years. had membership in 
that body, and 1 there were none in the 
corps of instruction if we except the quasi rela- 
tion held by the teacher. of music. At the pres- 
ent time. besides the latter, there are three wom- 
en who are not only instructors but have full 
and regular membership in the faculty. Again, 
a special parlor has been fitted up exclusivel 
for young women. Formerly there was no pri- 
vate room which they could have to themselves 
except the cloak room. In case sickness or 
any other reason requiring rivacy there was 
nothing better than the public recitation room 
or office. These things. make more difference 
than count in and of themselves, for, as I have 
first indicated, they show special efforts 
have been made to meet the special needs. 

I do not feel that I have made a misstatement, 
and therefore trust you will kindly publish this 
explanation of my remark.

Method for Smoke Prevention. 

Guencor, III., Oct. 19.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. There is a pause in the discussion of 
„smoke prevention. Perhaps it may be deemed 
a fit time for a suggestion. The suggestion is 
that. after all, the solution of the smoke problem 
for Chicago—and for any city under like condi- 
tions—is to be found in the manufacture of gas 
for fuel rather than in the use of ingenious fur- 
neces and appliances to consume the smoke pro- 
duced in the combustion of coal. For it is safe 
to assume as to netural gas that the supply will 
be of limited duration even if not restricted 


in its distribution. Without professing 
any expert knowledge of gas manufact- 
ure, 1 think we are warranted in 


assuming that a point has already been reached 
where it is an open question whether good ‘gas 
cannot be made cheap enough to compete in 
economy with raw coal. When coal is burned in 
an open fireplace or undeta_ boiler the propor- 
tion of the products of combustion that is lost 
is very large. If we first convert the coal into 
gas we obtain practically the entire heat and 
power-producing product in a form to be used 
with the minimum of loss and inconvenience. 


Aside from the convenience and comfort in the 


use of gas fuel other economies would result 
from its cleanliness. There would an enor- 
mous saving to merchants in the matter of dam- 
age to their stocks; and to the housekeeper in 
the wear and tear of upholstery. carpets, 8. 
pictures, and furniture, and in the labor of clean- 
ing. The present exponse and dirt resulting from 
the handling of ashes would be saved—a large 
item where much power is used. These eco os 
are to be considered and offset against the cost 


of gas. 

The plan should be something like this: One 
or more immense gas plants outside, to be built 
and operated by the city, to supply gas for both 
fuel and light throughout the city at actual cost, 
including in the price a percentage to cover in- 
terest on and maintenance of plant. Existing 
gas companies to have the option to sell their 
pipes tothe city at actual present value, the 
same to be ascertained by careful arbitration. 
There is a grave objection always to put any 
large undertaking like this into the h sof a 
municipality, for reasons apparent to all; but 
the advantages would be great enough to out - 
weigh the evils, and there ought to be sagacity 
and rectitude enough in Chicago to carry 
through a great public measure like this on 
strictly business lines. A commission made up 
of men like Lyman Gage, Marshall Field, P. D. 
Armour, or Ferd Peck could be created by an act 
of the Legislature, to whom could be intrusted 
the work of organizing. building, and managing, 
on behalf of the city, this great undertaking in 
the interest of the public, so that it would not 
come under direct municipal control or be made 
subsidiary to city politics. ; ; 

This is the suggestion in outline. Details will 
suggest themselves. The writer has no possible 
interest in any scheme, but desires only to pre 
sent to you and your readers the question wheth- 
er this is not the line on which the battle against 
smoke and dirt will have to be fought rather 
than by a reliance on the many and divergent 
devices, like down-drafts, steam-jets, light-firing, 
smoke arches, and other ingenious but ineffect- 
ive contrivances that have been exploited in the 
Chicago press for the last two or three years. 

If this note serves to start discussion on the 
line suggested, by those better qualified to han- 
die the subject, the object ef the writer will be 
attained. The model city of the future will have 
fuel as weil as water and light “on tap. Are 
we not far enough along now to be in sight of 
such a consummation? What say the 2 
engineers, and the gas experts? G. D. H.

C. N. FAY APPEALS FOR OOURT AID. 


Ge Wants Certificates to Take the Place 
of Those Anderson Made Away With. 
Charles Norman Fay, the capitalist, began 
suit yesterday in the Superior Court against 
the Chicago Edison company to compel it to 
issue to him certificates for 200 shares of its 
capital stock in lieu of the certificates can- 
celed by the company, upon which new cer- 
tificates.were issued. The suit is caused by 
the irregularity of Charles F. Anderson, Mr. 
Fay's private secretary, who got hold of the 
stock in question and sold it during Mr. Fay’s 
absence from the city, Mr. Fay insists he still is 
owner of 200 shares of stock in the Edison 
cumpany, which were represented by stock 
certificates numbered 1,334 and 1,335. The 
shares were of the par value of $100° each, 
and the certificates were issued to Mr. Fay 
Aug. 7, 1894. It isshown in his bill that 
Mr. Fay never transferred the shares, nor 
8 any person to sign the certificates 
r the purpose of transferring them. Mr. 
Fay avers he never has ratified the unauthor- 
ized and criminajaction of Anderson. It is 
further shown that either Anderson or some 
person acting for him presented the certifi- 
cates to the Chicago ison company and 
demanded that new certificates be issued in 
exchange therefore in the name of some per- 
sons other than the complainant. The 
charge is made that, the Edison company 
before issuing the new certificate failed to 
ascertain the forged signature of the com- 
plainant and issued new certificates. By this 
means the complainant lost his registered 
ownership of the shares on the cothpany’s 
boo court is asked to decree that the 
company issue new certificates to Mr. Fay 
and to pay to him any dividend that may 
accrue. Attached tothe bill is a copy ofa 
demand made by Mr. Fay upon the company 
for the issue of new certificates and also the 
formal refusal of the company to do this.

Insurance Commissioner Dancon of Ken- 
tucky Begins a Fight Against Concerns 
Which De Not Comply with the Las 
Easy Lessons in Insurance Bookkeep- 
ing=Fight On in the Chattanooga, 
Tenn., Board=—Companies Want a Com- 
plete Rerating of Risks in Baltimore. 


Lloyds and mutuals’ and wildeats“ are 
getting some hard licks these days, but never- 
theless their number seems to increase as the 
days pass and there are new suckers always 
waiting for the bait of low premium rates. 
The men who look only for low rates-are in 
no wise benefited by the experience of others, 
it w seem, for the reports of business- 
men afd property-owners who find that their 
insurdnce does not insure have no effect. The 
bait is tempting, and bait, hook, and line are 
gulped down together. man who holds 
the policies feels that he has done a wise thing 
until a fire comes, and then he is in great luck 
if he gets as muchas did the Springfield, 
Mass., merchant, who collected $3,000 on 
517,000 insurance on a total loss, 

Insurance Commissioner H. T. Dancon of 
Lexington, Ky., has opened a war on com- 
panies of this class who are doing business in 
Kentucky in violation of the State laws, 
There are some companies which are reputa- 
ble, which have failen under the ban of the 
Commissioner, who has issued a. circular 
warning the people against the following com- 
panies, which in his haste he says are all

In fact, the 
spread of the Lioyds mania is principally to 
the Western States, and many of com- 
panies which have a habitat in Eastern cities 
came west of the Alleghanies to write the in- 
itial policies. The Equitable of New York 
recently retired after having been 
three years in the insurance field. 
In a report, issued by the company in 
May the assets were given as $45,000 
mr the liability for unpaid losses $9,400. 
At the time of its retirement it had at risk the 
enormous sum of $7,500,000, In all re- 
ports made by this. class of companies the 
system of bookkeeping is remarkably simpie. 
The company is formed in January say. 
During the year new business is written each 
month for terms Me ya | from one to four 
years. When the year ends there are policies 
which have yet four years and eleven months 
to run, but these do not figure in the reports. 
It would make the bookkeeping more com- 
plicated; so When the year ends and a state- 
ment is made there is put down in one 
column the receipts from premiums. and 

other sources and in the adjoining column the 
expenses and losses. Subtract.one from the 
other and you have the net profits for twelve 
months. Unearned premiums cut no figure. 
There is no fund put away for reinsurance. 
It is simply expenditures taken from receipts 
and let the future take care of itself. 


LOCAL BOARD WAR IN CHATTANOOGA. 


Estes Bros., Local Agents, Expelled on 
Technical Grounds. 

Cuattrasooaa, Tenn., Oct. 19.—[Special. ]— 
Recently the Commercial Union of London, 
a non-union company, transferred its agency 
here to Estes Bros. Simultaneously W. A. 
Sadd, banking agent of the Lombard Invest- 
ment company of Kansas City, became a si- 
lent member, the firm becoming Estes Bros. 
& Co. Jealousy has always had the upper 
hand in the Chattanooga Board of Under- 
writers, which refused to admit Sadd. Sev- 
eral meetings bave been held, and yesterday 
Estes Bross were expelied from membership 
on the technical ground that the old firm lost 
its identity. The board emphasized its en- 
mity by refusing to admit the new firm. War 
to extermination is certain to follow, as an 
effort will be made by the less liberal firms to 
drive the offending firm out of business. A 
repetition of the Lexington row with the 
mediation of a visiting delegation from 
union headquarters is predicted. The board 
claims the partnership with Sadd was not 
bona fide, and that it is given an undue con- 
trol of business owing to the reiations be- 
tween the Lombard company and the Com- 
mercial Union. 


THEY WANT BALTIMORE RERATED. 
Companies Declare Their Losses Are 
Greater than Premiums Received. 

Battimore, Md., Oct. 19.—|Special. ]—In- 
surance people and owners of property in 
Baltimore are greatly worked up over the de- 
termination of outside companies to revise 
and increase the rates. The agreement en- 
tered into by New York and other outside 
companies recites that they ure losing money 
on risks written here and blames the rating 
association of this city as being unwilling or 
unable to properly rate the business, and 
further declares that it is better for all con- 
cerned that a force of experts be sent 
here to make schedule ratings. It 
concludes with an agreement that each 
of the signers shall pay its part 
of the expense of sucha rerating, and that a 
committee shall be elected to supervise the 
work, which will take a dozen inspectors six 
months to complete. The claim by the for- 
eign companies that they have been making 
no money in Baltimore has been the cause of 
considerable agitation against the city fire 
department, which has been blamed for al. 
lowing too much property to be destroyed by 
fire and damaging the remainder with floods 
of water. The foreign companies claim they 
have not been making as much in premiums 
as they were paying out in losses.

OOMPANY SEEKS AN ORDINANOE. 


It Aske the County ‘Board fora Permit to 
Build a Trolley Line Along the North- 
western Boundaties of the City—Peti- 
tion Referred to the Judiciary Commit- 
toe Route of the Proposed Line- Smoke 
Inspector to Make War on Certain West 
Side Nuisances. 


Application was made to the Public Service 


committee of the County Board yesterday by 
the Chicago Suburban Rapid Transit com- 
pany for a franchise authorizing the construc- 
tion of an electric street railway in the north- 
western boundaries of the city.

It used to be an ex- 
pensive remedy, necessitating an absence of 
six to eight weeks in a private hospital, with 
trained nurse, massetse, and the rest, includ- 
ing a trunk full of pretty tea gowns for the 
convalescencé. Now the sensible woman has 
discovered she can take her cure in homeo- 
pathic doses without stopping her work or 
quitting her family. 

A half hour daily of complete retirement, 
lying down in loose clothes and banishing all 
worry, all thought, indeed, if possible, works 
wonders if persevered in. Have the shades 
drawn and close the eyes, A tired brain 
strays restfully in darkened ways; even me- 
chanical eye-impressions of which one does 
not seem to be thinking at all, consume a lit-

It is possible to make paper out of nearly any- 
thing, and the latest material suggested is the 
stalk of the sunflower. Some few weeks ago the 
experiment was tried at a factory in the Thames 
Valley, first with hammer and an anvil, and 
afterward with regular paper-making machinery.
